A great many repairs have to be 
made in the snow-sheds every sum- 
mer.

This year there is to rebuild 1500 feet 
at Crystal Lake, and 900 feet near 
Cisco, which was burned; 100 feet 
which was carried out by a snew-slide 
about Truckee, and 1200 feet new 
double shed at Cisco which has rotted 
out.
